Ottawa, Feb. 1—J. E. Armstrong 
{E. Lambton) brought up in Parlia- 
ment yesterday afternoon the question 


of nationalization of telophones, tele- 
paces wireless telegraphy and ca- 
les. He urged that the commercial 
telegraph system of Canada could be 
purchased for $10,00,000. The Govern- 
ment should own the trunk lines of 
telephones,

PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Steel Trust Absolutely Dentes Break: | 
Ing the Law. 

Trenton, N.J., Feb. 1.—Absolute de- 
nial of alleged violations of the anti- 
trust law is made by the U. 8. Steel 
Corporation, its subsidiaries and di- 
rectors in their answéra, which will 
be filed this morning in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court here, to the Government's 
dissolution suit, Five separate an- 
swers will be filed among 33 defen- 
dants, 

The answers made public last night 
are those of Andrew Carnegie, J. D. 
Rockefeller, J. D. Rockefeller, jr., and 
Edmund C. Converse. The Rockefel- 
tera make a joint answer. 

The Messrs, Rockefeller deny that 
they had an active part in, the forma. 
tion or management of the corpora- 
tion, the elder Rockefeller declaring 
that he has had no immediate rela- 
tion to the iron or steel business since 
_ Mr. Carregie ‘says he had no part 
in the plans for organizing the cor- 
poration and no voice, direct or ad- 
visory, in its management. He admit- 
ted selling the Carnegie Steel Co. to 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
but denies that the acquisition by the 
Carnegie Co. of its subsidiaries was 
in restraint of trade. 

The arswer of Edmund C. Converse. 
a director of the U. St. Steel Corpora- 
tion, is similar to the corporation's 
answer. 

Each of the defendants prays that 
the suit be dismissed,

“Tf Canada went about acquiring 
these great public utilities under com- 
mon sense business methods,” declar- 
et Mr. Armstrong, “they would be- 
come a source not only of revenue, 
but of great advantage to the people. 

“There were five great means of 
tranemitting intelligence of vital im- 
portance to every man, woman and 
child in the country, the telegraph, 
telephone, wireleas telezraphy, cables 
and postoffice. They should all he 
part of the postofiice system. 

“To-day the Dominion oyerated 
8.000 miles of telegraph at a loss of 
70,000. The C.P.R. operated over 
12,000 miles of pole lines, and over 
76,000 miles of wire, and their net 
proat last year was $1,270,000, The 
G.N.W., with 11,000 miles of pole line, 
ard 3$9,0% miles of wire had been able 
to cover up their earnings to a creat 
extent, because they were controlled 
from the U.S. The purchase of the 

ire telegraph system of Canada, 
however, should not exceed $13,000,000 
or $14,000,000 or probably $10,000,005 
uiter deducting the lines necessary to 
operate the railways. 
Aa to telephones, there were 400 in- 
dependent companies in Ontario, and 
ns the Dominion about 1,000. These 
oe on their knees to the.

“The proposal that I have to make 
ta Parliament,” said Mr. Armatronz, 
“ig that we should own the trunk 
lines of telephone, that these trunk 
lines should go to the independent 
companies and let the municipalities

Telegraph and telephone should go 
hand and hand as the same wires 
could be used for both. 

In telegraph and telephone we own. 
ed the “‘lean end of it,” the productive 
end was left to the great monopolies. 

Wireless telegraphy was in much 
the same position. Of the 25 stations, 
costing Canada $10,000 to $25,000 each, 
15 were controlled by the Marconi 
people, the unprofitable end being op- 
erated by the Government, at a very 
Sage loss.

London, Feb. 1.—The edict of abdi- 
cation of the Chinese throne has been 
signed according to a message. from 
Tientsin..

peace. She instructed the Ministers 
to arrange accordingly. ;

Coroner’s Jury tnvestigater Deatt 
Under Unusual Circumstances at 
Weston Consumptive Sanitarium— 

Wife Secures: Stay of Funeral of 
Husband Said to Have Fallon 
Out of Bed at Sanitarium. 


Toronto, Feb. 1.—When_ the body 
of John Setting: who died Saturday 
night at. the Weston Consumptive 
Hospital, was brought home Sunday 
evening, his widow,: Annie Sterling, 
according to her testimony last night, 
noticed that his right arm was. so 
tightly bound behind him thatgfor a 
moment she thought he had lost that 
member. In lifting the arm into pro- 
per position she discovered it bathed 
in blood, which had spread over his 
shoulder. At the inquest opened at 
the morgue, at the request of the chief 
coroner, by Coroner Hopkins of West 
Toronto, fast. night, sh. was firmly 
eonviced that her husband's body 
had been opened without permission 
after death, which gives a new phase 
to the already peculiar circumstances 
surrounding Sterling's death. 3 

“My hustand’s arm and shoulder 
were saturated with blood where he 
had been opened,” said Mrs. Sterling, 
on the stand, ‘and I want to know 
who did thie, for it was done without 
any permission.” 

Coroner’ Hopkins assured her that 
the next session of the inquest, Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 7, would bring out evi- 
dence that would ascertain the truth. 
Accordingly some/cf the physicians 
and nurses at ‘Veston Sanitarium 
wil! be summoned to give evidence 
next Wednesday. 

Sterling was found dead beside his 
cot at the sanitarium Jast Saturday. 
right. He was in a ward with one oth- 
cr patient, who discovered the lifeless 
body on the floor and immediately 
rang for a nurse, who quickly re 
sponded. The pulse had stopped com- 
pletely, she found, and the physician 
who was later called said he believed 
Sterling must have been dead when 
he struck the floor, rolling from his 
cov during his last struggle. 

When the body was removed to 
Atterlink's home, 250 Berkeley street, 
several marks and abrasions about 
the man’s head, which could not be 
accounted: for, gave rise to curiosity 
as to how he met his death, and the’ 
case was reported by Mrs. Sterling 
to the chief coroner, who gave ordere 
that an inquest be held and that the 
funern} be deferred. The body was 
later removed to a vault in St. James’ 
Cemetery, whence it was taken to the 
morgue yesterday, 

Mra. Sterling, the widow, and/An- 
drew Phiney, 245 Sumach street were 
the only witnesses to give evilence 
last night. Phiney’s evidence was im- 
material. 





German Paper Assails Knox. 


Berlin, Feb. 1.—The Kreuz Zeitang 
couples with a despatch giving the 
substance of the speeches of retary 
Knox and the German Ambassador 
Count von Bernsdorff, at the National 
Press Club in Washington Tuesday 
night, a half column attack upon the 
American Secretary of State as one 
of the bitterest enemies of Germany 
in the United States, ‘‘as shown in 
his recent attempt to inaugurate anti- 
German tariff reprisals." 

“Those wel! informed on American 
conditions,” says the pparer. “aseert 
that Mr. Knox is chiefly responsible 
for the strong anti-German trend 
which.is now and then.manifested in 
the official American policy.” 

The Kreuz Zeitung says that the 
very manner of taking up the arbitra- 
tion treaties indicates that President 
Taft and Secretary Knox are interest 
ed, first and foremost, in concluding 
the French and British treaties, to 
hold as a club over Germany. Ameri- 
can comment on the visit of the Duke 
of Connaught, it adds, shews that 
American statesmen are more inclined 
to an alliance with Great Britain than 
to a friendship with Germany.

¥ morning after a collision with the 
British gunboat Hazard off the eastern 
end of the Isle of Wight.

SEE ree ana A Ane EL in 
i RECIPROCITY NOT DEAD. 


That the reciprocity issue is not:dead. in 
Western Canada and that it ison the contrary, 








Ae very much alive, has twice been made apparent 
ee within the past fortnight, first at the convention 
‘f-  * ofthe United Farmers’ Association of Alberta 

E and now at the convention of the Manitoba 
a Grain Growers’ Association. At the Manitoba 
bs gathering, the Emerson delegate, T. W. Knowles, 


voiced the general opinion when he said: “Reci- 
Procity is not dead and the’ hand that wields the 
ballot rules the West.” He did not represent the 
3 general opinion, however, when he went on to 
say : *‘Now our redress is the ballot ; later it 
may be the bullet,”’ for this is a threat that the 
West may precipitate a civil war to obtain free 
trade with the republic to the south and itis 
foolish to imagine that the reciprocity or any 
other issue now in sight in Canada, would cause 
oe civil war, even though it might engender serious 
Be friction between the East and West. 
fe The farmers of the prairies are practically a 
Fe unit in their desire for free trade with the United 
States. This was shown by the vote in the 
recent general elections when, out of seven seats, 
Alberta returned six Supporters of reciprocity and 
when out of ten Seats, Saskatchewan returned 
nine advocates of the measure. Putting it an- 
other way, the two Provinces returned 15 
“reciprocity” members out of & total of 17 seats. 
It must be remembered too, that the two oppon- 
ents of reciprocity who were elected, were return- 
_ ed in city constituencies where the “flag-flapping” 
exerted an undue influence over sentiment. 
With the farmers, the niatter of their present 
and future welfare outweighed the foclish argu- 
ments put forward by the flag wavers and by 
those who played up the annexation scare.

CHARITY : 

We have referred from time to time to the 
Progressive changes that have of late years come 
over religious views and opinions. The old 
religious conceptions are. passing. The religion 
of yesterday based as it was upon servitude, and 








conception that holds on the one side the promise 
of pardoh, and on the other the threat of hell, 
makes its appeal tothe cowardly and selfish in 
man, isbound to pass, It owes an apology to 
the intelligence of mankind for staying so long. 
A God that made and ordained an endless hell 
and feeds it with the souls- of his own children 
cannot abide. 

Recent pronouncements we have heard, 
from two'or three Belleville pulpits of different 
denominations, have shown that in all, the older 
and narrower, and we might almost say, 
more humiliating, conceptions of the Almighty 
Ruler of the universe have been succeeded by a 
loftier and more comprehensive ideal of what the 
_divine Father must be, 

Not less notable than the changing viewpoint 
in regard to the old-fashioned belief in a system 
of rewards ‘and punishments, is the new con- 
ception of charity among the leaders in religious 
thought. 

Charity in the sense of philanthropy and 
alms-giving is by them no longer regarded asa 
superior virtue. In the present condition of 
society, charity is rather considered to be a dis- 
agreeable necessity, and a necessity to be re- 
e moved as soon as possible. 

Just as long as charity is regarded as one of 
the most appropriate services that man can 
AS render to his God just so long will there be 
paupers and beggars to whom alms can be given. 

An intelligent religion instead of pluming it- 
self and boasting of its alms-giving should say

The world does not need charity. What it 
does want is justice, and a square deal all around 
and love. , 

There is no beauty of charity as many of us 
old Pharisees have fondly believed. But there is 
a real beauty in every man being independent, 
and having a competence, and an equal oppor- 
tunity. ; 

The new religious thought is going to go 
deeper and try to treat the cause of the disease 
and notits effects. The needy will not be left 
without aid, but it will probably have all such 
work done under competent, recognised, organis- 
ed, public direction and supported by direct tax- 
ation. Then when society arrives at the Point 
where it sees the matter face to faceas a business 
proposition, with all sentiment eliminated, sees 
that it must put its hand into its pocket and sup- 
Port pauperism, then it will begin to have a little 
business sense, and proceed to change that con- 
dition that makes pauperism. 

These statements may sound revolutionary, 
but the dawn of the consciousness of the meaning 
of the universal fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man may be nearer even here in 
Canada than most of us imagine. Thedawn has 
already appeared in England where Lloyd George 
by his system of old age pensions and insurance 
has introduced independence and respectability 
where there were formerly all the debasing ‘in- 
fluences of pauperism. 

The introduction of the true Principles of 
religion into our law-making will indeed bring 
about a revolution. Law-making should be just 
a and seligion involves and embraces justice. 

Ge Itis becoming more and more recognised 
that religion is here for the same reason that 
other things are here. It is apart of nature. It 
is always here. In its origin itis no more 
mysterious or divine than water or gravity or 
flowers. Itisa part of the order of things. - It 
gets itself abused and misunderstood. It has 
often been used as an instrument of Oppression, 
pride'and power, because it is potent. Itis no 
argument against religion that it has been abused. 
It is here to stay, no process can eliminate it. 

It should therefore first of all be used as an 
~ instrument of good to promote justice, and to 


remove the necessity for charity,

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ROASTS. SIR-JAMES 
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Mr. Rowell Starts Something on 
Very First Day. 


WANTS VIGOROUS = PCLICY 








The New Leader of the Opposition In 
the Ontario House Opens the Ball 
With a Sharp Criticism of the 
Speech From the Throne For tts 
Omission of Progressive Legis- 
lative Proposals This Session. 


Toronto, Feb. 9.—The preliminary 
skirmish of the debate upon the 
sreech from the throne—a usually 
mild set-to that prepares the way for 
the more serious business of the Legia- 
lature — developed yesterday into a 
serious engagement, The new leader 
of the Opposition, Mr, N. W. Rowell, 
K.C., turned his guns upon the Gov- 
ernment to such effect that at the hour 
of adjournnent Sir James Whitney 
was still protesting and the debate in- 
stead of Being wound up on the first 
day, as the Prime Minister had hoped, 
goes on this afternoon. 

Mr. Rowell got a good reception on 
rising. ‘‘However much we may differ 
in policy,” said he, “we all agree that 
Canada must work out her destiny as 
an inse areble part of the British Em- 

ire. The ties that bind Canada to the | 
Motherland are growing stronger every 


year. 

Mr. Rowell directed his sharpest eri- 
ticisin of the Government on the pro- 
posal to switch the Hydro-electric out 
of the control of the commission and 
tive it over to the charge of a Cabinet 
Minister. 

Mr. Rowell maintained that this pro- 

sed Hydro-clectric policy of Sir 
aines Whitney's had been a gigantic 
blunder. 

“It has been a characteristic,” said 
he, “of the present Government, under 
the present leader, when they do 
jump, to jump too far for the public 
interest."” 

Mr. Rowell then turned to the bilin- 
gual school question, and after re- 
marking that Sir James Whitney had 
said in his campaign speeches that 
there were no Lilingual schools, quot- 
ed frum o newspaper report which he 
held in his hand, a statement on bi- 
lingualism attributed to the Attorneg- 
General. 

“Perhaps never in the history of 
the Government has there been such 
an instance of division of the Cabinet 
as this,” he continued, “with three 
metubers of the Government express- 
ing different views on an important 
matter.” 

“This speech from the throne is re- 
markable for what it did not say. 
Isn't it strange that no mention was 
made of tax reform? Many of the 
Conservative members are in favor of 
it, and even a number of th: Conserva- 
tive newspapers advocate it. Why 
isn't this -reform granted? Because 
Sir James Whitney has made up his 
mind that he doesn’t want it.” 

Mr. Rowell then criticized the im- 
migration policy of the Government, 
and intimated that Sir James Whit- 
ney regarded settlers to new Ontario 
as liabilities to the province, while 
he (Mr. Rowell) and the Liberal party 
looked cn the settlers as provincial 
assete. 

Woman suffrage, social and moral 
reform, and the liquor tiallic, were 
a'so commented on as being import. 
ant matters neglected by the present 
Government. 

Sie James Whitney was received 
with Government applause on rising 
to reply to Mr. Rewell. After paying 
his respects to the new leader an 
the ex-leader, Hon. A. G. MacKay, 
Sir James jumped right into the dis- 
cussion. 

“My hon. friend opposite,” said Sir 
James, “has been talking during the 
past five minutes on the liquor ques- 
tion and yet he has declared that he 
cannct find a remedy for all the ills 
of the liquor traffic, for four years 
anyway.”* 

“The hon. gentleman also talks 
about bilingual schools, and how I 
tried to evade this question during 
my campaign. 

“In five minutes, said Sir James, 
“T have made more definite statements 
about bilingual schools then the hon. 
gentleman opposite has done in his 
whole life. 

“In all his political campaign he 
kept repeating that English should 
be the state fengusce: but that the 
French pupils should not forget their 
mother tongue. 

“That's as far as he dared to go,” 
declared Sir James, “and I challenge 
him to say otherwise.” 

“Dr. Merchant -is investigating to 
determine whethcr any discrepancies 
have crept into the teaching system 
of the province. 

“If he reports that such have oc 


for} curred, they will be dealt with. 


“Tax reform! Why should any thive 
be mentioned about that matter i 
it wasn't a part of o=r platform?” 

Rut Sir James assured the House 
that aesessment reform would be ade- 
quately dealt with. 

With regard to the future course of 
the Hydroelectric, Sir James said 
the Cabinet waa not a unit on the 
question of giving it over to o De- 
partment of the Government or Tre 
taining the commission in‘ its present 
state, but the present policy would be 
continued till completion. 

Dr. Jamiezon moved the adoption of 
the speech from the throne and Chas. 
McCrea of Sudbury seconded it.

RURAL RUCTIONS 
A-peculiar tendency in the rural life of 
Ontario is shown, when neighborhoods divide 
up into more or less hostile cliques and factions. 
_In.old communities where all.has been peace and 
- harmony for a generation or two there will all of 
‘a sudden be a social upheaval, and those who 
have been life-long friends will flare up and be- 
come inyeterate enemies. The convulsion once 
. started will speedily pass on and communicate it- 
self to friends and, relatives, and then the war is 
on. Ructions are more contagious than the 
Measles cr the smallpox. 

Ninety-nine times out of a hundred if you 
went over the community with a fine-tooth 
comb you could never find the seat of trouble, or 
if you did it would appear so frivolous and incon- 
sequential as to surpass belief that it could be 
taken seriously by people in their right senses, 

Church choirs are perhaps about the most 
fruitful cause of discord in country districts. 
Somebody else’s daughter who is represented as 
not knowing any more about singing than a 
cat knows about -astronomy has been 
invited to preside at the organ, or perhaps some 
other girl who according toreports can’t sing any 
better. than a buff Orpington hen is monopolising 
the solo stunts, and then the fat is in the fire. 
Every fond mother believes her daughter to bea 
budding Melba and will not stand for any affronts 
or slights. Even in the cities choirs are about as 
often as not tempest-breeding centers. but in all 
country places choirs should be probibited by 
law as an unerring source of friction and discord. 

Neighborhood gossips can also set whole com- 
munities in an uproar. When they work in con- 
junction with some church society or organisation 
particularly a church choir, they iurm an unrival- 
led combination to stir up the most exquisite 
and beautiful kind of a rumpus. : 

We have often watched the antics of these 
mischief-breeders with a feeling akin to admir- 
ation. The demoniac facility with which they 
could cause life-long friends to fly ut éach other’s 
throats, and then get the whole family going and 
finally break up the neighborhood into two or 
three bellicose groups, showed the possession of 
a high order of talent for this particular line of 
work. Could the services of a few of these 
modern Erises be turned into use by a political 
party it would make victory easy by sowing the 
seeds of discord among the detested enemy. 
It would be far cheaper, and we believe more 
effective than that clumsy, crude, roundabout 
method of collecting a campaign fund, and then 
going out to purchase the mechantable voters. 

Next to gossip, love affairs are perhaps the 
most frequent disseminators of strife. The way 
in which the strife arises from these is often as 
mysterious as the ways of providence, and its 
various methods of manifestation are as numer- 
ous as the individual affairs themselves. These 
concerns of the heart often give rise to the most 
deadly. hatreds, and not only set up family 
against family but divide the members’ of 

tamilies one against the other. The trouble how- 

ever rarely spreads to a whole neighborhood, the 

same as do the little rows that arise in connection 

with a church, a school, or a cheese factory.

The particular causes of all these heart- 
breaking, and heart-burning feuds are as various 
asare human concerns and actions, but the 
peculiar and outstanding feature in nearly ail is 
their triviality. Once ina while something will 
be done that is really worth getting good and 
mad about, but in about nine hundred and ninety- 
cases out ofa thousand the offense will be so 
smallas to need a mind with strong magnifying 
powers to clothe it with size and dimensions.

Human nature is just the same in the city as 
in the country. There is just as much meanness 
and idiocy, and tendercy tuwards malicious 
gossipin urban’centers as in township conces- 
sions and sidelines. But the difference is here— 
the person living in the country is more is ‘ated, 
He has greater opportunity to contemplate thz 
grievousness of the wrongs of which he is the 
victim. In thecitya man gels so many jolts 
every day, that if he stopped to resent chem all 
and lay plans to jolt back again he would be kept 
busy and would get nothing else donc. But the 
compara‘ive isolation and loneliness of life in the 
country,gives full scope to the man inclined to 
dwell upon his injuries. 

This tendency hasits serious as well as its 
humorous side. A n \ number of tragedies in rural 


parts of Ontario c&ni be traced to this source. It 


was established in court that the shooting fatality 
near Tweed a couple of years ago had for its mo- 
tive nothing more serious than the bickering and 
quarreling of unfriendly families. 

But the rending up of neighborhoods is in it- 
self deplorable, and makes it impossibie to gain 
the real enjoyment that there unqustionably is 
in country life and Socity, where contiguous iam- 
ilies have friendly intercourse, friendly rivalry, 
and all work harmiously together for whatever is 
of interest to the community. ‘ 

We know neighborhoods in this district ri: ght 
now where the spirit of good fellowsh: 2p prevails, 
and where it makes a person feel good to witness 
the way they go about to advance the common 
interest and to share one another's joys and sor 
rows, Butthere are too many others where 
neighbor is not speaking to neighbor, and there 
is on allsides a spirit of distrust and suspicion,

ing this life ifit is really worth while. It may be 
true that your neighbor is mean, but for that mat- 
ter so are weall. The only difference is one of 
degree. Possibly your neighbor is not half so 
mean as you suspected.

There may be a low lean-to at the 
back of this dwelling, and in it you 
will see piles of sticks, dried leaves 
and bundles of cotton stalks. This ia 
the fuel stored up for the winter 
months and is sufficient to furnish 
ire for all the cooking in that large 
family. Fuel is scarce in China, an& 
every possible material that cannct 
be used for anything else is utilized 
for it. You will learn on this visit 
that of all people on the face of the 
earth the Chinese take the prize for 
real practical economy. The stovo is 
made of a few fire bricks so arranged 
with a hole in the top that a large 
copper pan can be placed directly 
over the fuel, and very close to it 
80 that not any of the heat is lost, 
and the stew, or rice, is almost _in- 
stantly simmering, and before you are 
aware the meal is ready for the table. 
At the table each one’s place is not 
marked by knives, forks, plates, 
spoons, and so forth, but there is. 
only @ pair of chopsticks and a small 
porcelain spoon for each member of 
the family. A large dish of steami 
stew, in which there are plent ‘ot 
pieces of pork and different kinds of 
vegetables, is placed in the middle of 
each of the square tables, for there 
are usually several of these, according 
to the number of the household. Per- 
haps some dried fish {s also there, 
and before the meal is finished each 
puen is supplied with a hea ng 

owl of steaming rice. This is hel 
close to the mouth and is literally 
pushed into it with the chopsticks. 
All cat with the regularity of clock- 
work except that now and then a 
hand is reached out to take a spoon- 
ful of the stew or a nibble of the 
dried fish to make the rice go down

BIG. MONEY IN FOXES 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND FULL 
OF VALUABLE RANCHES. 


Ralsing Raro Animals For Their 
Skins Has Been a Thriving Indus- 
try In the isfand Province For 
Forty Years, But It Has Been Kept 
a Close Secret Until a Few Years 
Ago—Investment Is Heavy. 


Shrouded in mystery and buried in 
the evergreen forest of Prince Edward 
Island, lies a peculiar industry which, 
since its inception some thirty or 
thirty-five yeara‘aco, has attained. TO- 
portions no longer concealable. The 
thought of anyone deliberately. start- 
it to raise foxes, as more every-day 
folk rear chickens or pigs, appeals 
at once to the imagination; while the 
fact that men are edey amassing 
considerable fortunes in this unusual 
manner makes it an interesting topic 
to those whose poetic fancy evinces 
itself chiefly in red neckties and dia- 
monde studs, ©. 

It is probably close on to forty 
years ago that a highly respectable 
pele et ted foxes living in western 

- E. I. suffered one of those acci- 
dents which we are told occur in the 
best regulated families. Had Ernest 
Thompson-Seton known of -the’ little 
black fox, ‘whose arrival in-a litter of 
orthodox red ones formed the mistake 
referred to, ho would doubtless have 
seen in it the proverbial black sheep. 
about which a fine romance might be 
woven, As it is, this story begins 
with the day when man’s appraising 
eye first saw in him a vaisebte piece 
of merchandise to be promptly appro- 
pristed. His captor reasoned that, 
where one handsome black fox occurs 
by chance, scientific methods may se- 
cure a number; and a number at 
the prices Waid an the London market 
meant——, Here he stopped counting 
his foxes and got to “one 

Realizing that the black 
was u rata avia on the island, and 
that another freak of nature might be 
hard to come by, our young friend 


was mated to a common red fox. Then | 


ensued a careful process of elimina- 


tion readily understood by any stock | 


raiser; while, to prevent inbreeding, 
& constant lookout was kept for stray 
black foxes, and these were added at 
intervals to the ranch. For a titne the 
red, or spotted variety outnumbered 
the desired color. Gradually, how- 
ever. the better strain predominated, 
and now in twenty years, the ranch. 
ers have had nothing but black 
foxes. 

A man cannot make a million dol. 
lara at anything and keep either the 
money or the source an absolute se- 
eret. So, presently, Alverstone, the 
home of the original fox clique, be- 
came the site of more and mere 
ranches, until to-day it ia known as 
the great fox’ country. Yet the 
ranchos are by no means confined to 
that section of the Island. Over twen. 
ty such plante are to be found within 
easy driving distance of Summerside 
a you know how to knock on the 





oor. 

Apparently a great many men in 
the little island have been convine- 
ed that raising foxes for their pelts 
is a paying business. At the prese. 
time there is said to be as much 
money invested in fox ranching as in 
the banner reel det farming—a fact 
that nearly startled the touring Brit- 
ish journalists out of their national 
calm, and certainly betrayed them in- 
to abavinras almost human interest 
in colonial affairs. Indeed was there 
not 8 reverse side to the picture, the 
fox market would soon flooded. 
Fortunately for those already estab- 
lished in the business, experience 
counts for a great deal. It is not 
hard, when you know how, but you 
must know how. ‘Buy all the infor- 
mation you can along with your 
foxes,” is the advice of Mr. Frank 
Tuplin, a well known breeder. Yet 
most of your knowledge must be 
bought ve experience, and to lose a 
pals of five or six thousand’ dollar 
loxes by injudicious feeding is aufil- 
cient to dampen tho ardor of’ the 
average enthusiast.

RESOLUTION IS DEFEATED 





Me. J. G. Turriff Introduces a Protest 
Against the Unfair Treatment of the 
Prairie Provinces In Transporta- 
tlon Rates—Hon. Robert Rogers 
Opposes It and the Metlon Is 
Voted Down In the touse. 


Ottawa, Feb. 16.—“Wh; should 
there be this discrimination against 
the west?” asked J. G. Turriff (Assini- 
Ddoia) last evening in: movi-g a resolu- 
don for the equalization of western 
and eastern freight rates in smend- 
ment to the motion to go into supply. 
“Ts there any reason for it? Is there 
oho sense in it?" 

quoted by Mr. Turriff show- 
ed 20 to 190 per cent. higher rates 
in the west than those in Ontario. 
They were 43 to 140 per cent. higher 
than in the adjoining western States. 
The O.P.R. was even charging $12 to 
$102 a carload more than ion or five 
Years ago. 
Hon: Robert Rogers declared that, 
as the Government had brought these 
grievances to the attention of the rail. 
way commission. the passage of this 
resolution would be virtually a vote 
of want of confidence in that body. 
Mr. Turriff’: amendment was de- 
feated. 
Mr. Turriff defended himself of the 
charge that he had never raised his 
voice on the question while the Lib. 
erals were in power. 

Would anyone say, said Mr. Turriff, 
that it was just that the people of the 
weat should pay 50 to 100, and in some 
cases, 150 r cent. higher freight 
rates than in the east, though the 
C.P.R. on its own aworn statement 
ad showed that it cost less to oper- 
ate roads in the west than in the east? 
Not only did they pay more in the 
west than in the east, but they paid 
higher rates than in the contiguous 
western states. The timo had come 
when this discrimination should be 
put a stop to.

Dr. J. McQueen of North Wentworth 
was. the chief objector to the present 
policy of the Government on several 
matters. Chief among these were the 
rigorous regulations enforced by the 
Department of Education with regard 
to pupils who only fail by a few marks 
to get the requisite number for a pass. 

“I want to make two charges 
against the school system,” said he. 
“There is too much concentration in 
Toronto of the public school system of 
the province. One pupil passed in 
every subject except geography, where 
she was two marks behind, and when 
spplication was made at Toronto ‘to 
have this pupil granted a pass, the 
answer was ‘No.” The laws of the 
Education Department in Toronto are 
like the laws of the Medes and Per. 
sians—unalterable. 

“The laws regarding the pubtie 
school system in this province are in 
a casea ambiguous. 

“The public school system is too 
cumbersome. The boys and girls be- 
tween 6 and 1 years in the public 
schools of the province are being 
taught entirely too much.” 

Dr. McQueen deplored the small 
amount that was spent by the pro- 
vince for the public health. Vast 
sums devoted to the Hydro-electrio 
snd only the miserable sum of $40,000 
in the interests of the public health. 

While admitting that the Provincial 
Board of Health had done excellent 
work, he said it should be empowered 
to do much more. 

“I suggest that the Provincial Sec. 
retary cease his prison reform work 
for a short time and do seme Govern. 
ment reform. If he did he would have 
& reform Government in a few years." 

Dr. MeQueen briefly discussed a 
proposal that the Government has un- 
der consideration at the present time, 
viz., the abolition of the municipal 
medical health officers throughout the 
Province, who are now paid a paltry 
Temuneration for Uhejr services, and 
the appointment of county medical 
health officers at a salary safficient to 
make them independent of rivate 
practice. A thoroughly equipped labor: 
atory, he said, shyuld be established 
by the province in connection with 
the appointment the county 
M.H.O.'s, so that examinations of 
diphtheria swabs and tubercular spu- 
tum could be made local'y without 


having to gu to Toronto and other }

“The shoemakers’ shop of the Instlt- 
utlon for the Deaf and Dumb, at 
) Belleville, Ontario, is an interesting 
plaice. The shop was first opened as 
far back ‘as 1874, and has been fn 
ateady operation since. Hundreds of 
“{deaft boys have passed through It and 
have been trained In the trade by 
taking part in its busy operations. 
«The fitst instructor was Mr. Jno. 
Flowers, who remained in charge 
sintll 1882, when Mr. Wm. Nurse took 
‘ap the work, and carried it on for 
twenty-one years, until 1903. He was 
then transferred to a more responsi: 
ble department, handing the work 
over to Mr. /Alex, Morrice, the pre- 
sent Instructor. 

In the early history of the shop, as 
many as thirty-five boys were steadt- 
ly engaged, but at the present time, 
with more industries and a smaller 
bercentage of lads old cnough to 
learn a trade, only about fifteen are 
employed. 

The Advantages of the Course 

The objects of tho shop are; To 
furnish usefol employment to tho 
boys after school hours, to traln thet 
in habits of industry and the use of 
tools, to draw out the mechanical

off, if not Letter, than his fellow werkman in 
New York at the highest wages here; while if 
out of work he is better off at home. To live\ 
decently here a man with a wife and two child- 
ren must spend just $1,00C a year.’’ This seems 
a large sum for the class of man described and 
the substance of Mr. Bennett’s report to, the 
British Government having been cabled back to 
the United States, it created so much comment 
that the author was asked by various interested 
parties on what authority he based his advice to 
his countrymen. In making my report he: re- 
plied, I quoted largely from observations of 
2 Robert Coit Chapin, professor of economics and 
finance in Beliot College, Wisconsin. In his 
~ book, recently published by the Russell Sage 
_ Foundation under the title of “The Standard of 
~ Living Among Workingmen’s.Families in New 
"York City,” of which I made use, he says: Ah 
examination shows that families having from 
$500 to $1,000 are able, in general, to get food 
enough to keep body and soul together, and 
clothing and shelter” enough to meet the most 
urgent demands of decency. Sixty-eight per 
cent of the $900 families have four rooms or more 
“the average number of rooms being 3.74, 
The average expenditure for fuel allows com-

try, or down the Athabasca 
for Great Save Lake and the Mae 
henzie. The latter route covers a dis- 
tance of two thousand miles, and in 
a mileage of that extent it may be 
expected that some ard traveling will 
be found. The first G10 miles are by 
steamer; then folloys 160 miles of 
rapids, through which nothing but 
open boats can be taken. Freight and 
baggage are transferred to scows, ten 
tons to each, aad put through the bad 
water by sheer man power until the 
steamer is taken again at Fort Me- 
Murray. Much the same process is 
repeated down the Mackenzie, with 
frequent portages and shiftings of 
cargo, and on Great Slave Lake the 
scows are strung together and towed. 
The North country scow is a boat 
about forty-five or fifty feet in length. 
fourteen feet wide, and three feet deep, 
built of North-sawn spruce, and worth 
a hundred dollars. Five halfbreeds, 
strong, reckless, happy-go-lucky sons 
of the wilderness, man each boat, 
with four at the oars and one at the 
eweep. Very seldom do they lose a 
cargo, for the halfbreed is a navigator 
seemingly proof against bad weather 
and bad water. 

If you choose the Pacific River 
route the steamer takes you up the 
Little Blave River to a point sixty 
or. seventy mijes from Athabasca 
Landing. It would take you further 
but for the fact that at that point 
there begins a twenty-mile stretch of 
ugly repids, which it is not best to 
tempt unnecessarily. Freight and pas- 
sengers transfer to York boats or 
pee by team, to meet another and 
arger steamer above, the, rapids, 
which completes the trip to the head 
of Lesser Slave Lake. But the Peace 
River is still ninety miles ahead, by 
trail, through forest and prairie coun- 
try. At Peace River Crossing, the end 
of that trail, another steamer is board- 
ed, and for 150 miles, to Fort Vermil- 
ion, this noble river of the North 
gives its guests a trip delectable. For 
the Peace River is one of the scenic 
waters of Canada, of goodly size and 
beauties —Aubdrey Fullerton in

The First Doll. 


The origin of the first doll is diffi. 
cult to trace, but there is said to be 
sufficient evidence to prove that it 
had ecclesiastical associations; that it 
was used in religious ceremonies to 
the goda or as symbols of the gods 
themselves, probably in the religion 
that preceded Brahmanism. India, 
the wonderland of the world, undoubt 
edly produced the first doll. Although 
we do not find specimens of these 
early images in India, we do find con- 
siderable literature bearing on the sub- 
ject which goes to prove that dolls 
were in existence there even before 
the little wood, stone and clay nurs- 
ery pets of Egypt were so carefully 
placed in the graves of children. 





“Pot Wallopers.” 


In certain districts of England for- 
merly when an owner parted almost 
entirely with other rights to a house 
he would reserve the right of boiling 
his pot on the fire. This secured to 
him the right of voting and, what was 
of more importance, the position of be- 
ing a freeholder. At Taunton, for ex- 
ample, voters were called ‘‘pot 
wallopers” because they had the right 
to “wallop,” or boil, their pote at the 
fire in their freehold houses, Some- 
times when a person parted with a 
long lease, but not with the freehold 
of a house, it was expressly stipulat- 
ed that he should keep the right to 
,| boil his pot on thé fire.

WHAT ARE WE GOING TO EAT ? 








Ferrero, the great writer upon economics, 
has an article in the magazine called ‘‘The 
World Today’, insisting that modern civilization 
_- is exhibiting the same signs of decadence that 
3 . marked the decline of Rome. In the second and 
~ ‘third centnries Rome felicitated herself up_n her 
5. Prosperity; she erected magnificent temples, vast 
; amphitheaters, great public baths, immense 

buildings; she constructed highways that are 
~ even now the wonder and admiration of: civiliz- 
~ ation, The spirit of improvement was manifest, 
: ~ not only in Rome itself, but all through the emp- 
: dre. The Mediterranean was a Roman lake. 
The immediate vicinity’ of the imperial capital 
was occupied by the rich and their country houses 
were a marvel of luxury and skill. Even in 
Rome itself Nero built vast gardens, fish ponds 
‘pleasure resorts of every kind. ‘The cities in 
Gaul, in Greece, In Asia Minor, in Africa vied 
) with eachother in adorning their domains and 
» and appealing to the populace by shows, entertain- 
ments, lavish displays and liberal donations. 
A city would select a wealthy Roman as its pa- 
tron, who represented its interests in the metro- 
polis. Flattered by the choice, he was expected 
to look after it claims and to spénd his money 
in building amphitheaters, constructing aque- 
* ducts for fresh water, in return for which the 
grateful city erected statues to his memory, and 
when he visited the placethey paid him special 
honor. Libraries sprung up all through the Ro- 
x man domain. For two centuries the empire pre- 
+ sented every appearance of prosperity. The rich 
; men were doing what the rich men are doing now 
» —establishing schools, cultivating a taste for art, 
-  fistening to lectures upon philosophic ‘subjects, 
and making the same excuse that our rich men 
* of the present day are making, namely, that they 
“were using their wealth for the benefit of the 
“common people. © 
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: But while this was guing on, agriculture

> driven out and the Roman policy decided that

the blow thus given. Even now in the Campag- 
na, which is devcted to herding cattle, may be 
- seen traces of a civilisation now lost and dead 
that once was flourishing. Rome was supplied 
© by the granariss of Sicily, Egypt and Asia Minor. 
>A bushel of barley brought cight cents and 
“the Roman agriculturist found it unprofitable te 
saise grain. The small proprietors were unable 
*to pay their taxes. The land was bought up by 
sthe patricians, who cultivated theiracres by slave 
sfaber. They speedily found, as ie landlerds of

more profitable to feed cattle and hogs by the aid 
of afew’ slave>shepherds than it was to raise 
grain. q 
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The soil being thus deserted, it soon became 
impossible to recruit the armies from Italy and 
the empire was defended by barbarians enlisted 
in the legions and taught the discipline of Rome. 
The empire speedily becamea huge shell, defen- 
ded on the ontside by the valor of a mercenary 
and standing army. The interior was a tremb- 
ling crowd of slaves, dominated by the patricians. 

, When this shell was pierced there was nothing 
to withstand the onslaught and Rome fell under 
Alaric and Attila at the head of forces that could 
easily have teen put down by the legions under 
Marius or Julius Caesar. 
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Ferrero, therefore, suggests that what we are 
pleased to call evidence of civilization, immense 
sky-scrapers, improved methods ot transportat- 
ion, wonderful museums. great collections of art 
treasures, are not really indications of advance- 
ment, but evidences of decay, and that we are 
only treading in the paths which all former civili- 
zations have pursued, for the decline of Rome 
only followed the lines laid down in the history of 
Egypt, where the erection of wonderful temples, 
of great pyramids marked the destruction of the 
national spirit and instead of being the high water 
mark of their civilization, only chronicled tke 
downward progress of the race which finally led 
to its extinction. What is true of Egypt is also 
true of Assyria. Even Babylon, whose walls 
were 30C feet high, and so broad that ten chariots 
could be driven abreast onthem, fell when the 
national spirit sheltered itself behind its defenses 
and lost the ability to meet its enemy in the open 
field. 
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At the present time we are confronted with 
several curious problems. England and Wales 
contain about as many square miles as the culti- 
vated part of Ontario, but the population is 30, 
000,000 against 2,000,000 in this province. Eng- 
land does not today raise enough food to give her 
people one meal a day. Sheis dependent upon 
the outside world and the cheap grain and cattle 
of America have invaded her markets to such an 
extent that agriculture is no longer profitable. 
She is suffering just-as Italy suffered from the 
cheaper products of the provinces. 
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A somewhit similar condition confronts us 
in the Orient. Japan, with twice the area of Eng- 
land and Wales, has 45,000,000 population, but 
her soil is sterile. She cannot feed her pzople, 
ezonomize as much as she may. And 5G, she 
has been obliged to take over Korea in order to 
Every available 
spot of ground is cultivated with the most ass- 
iduous care. Even the sea is parceled out and the 
shallow places about the coast are divided into 
sections where the people raise shell fish and all 
sortsof edible crustaces. Japan has solved problem 
of turtle farms and the ingenutiy of her people in 
devising ways and means for providing food is 
remarkable, and yet,they are unable to give their 
population from their own agriculturai resources 


one meal a day, for much of their territory is - 


mountainous and sterile. The invasion of Korea, 
therefore, was an agricultural necessity and the 
settlement in Manchuria came as a matter of 
course, just as their invasion of the Sandwich 
Islands and their emigration to Mexico is an es- 
cape valve from the pressure of population.

Long ago Malthus, the old English celergy- 
man demonstrated that this would be the ultimate 
result, because population multiplies in a geom- 
etrical ratio, while agriculture is a fixed quantity 
and the land cannot be increased no matter what 
demands may be made upon it. China long ago 
solved the problem of getting back to the soil 
Her population of 400,000,000 live largely in the 
country and are not ‘crowded into cities like the 
rest of the world. But a farm of five acres in 
China is held to be sufficient to support a large 


family, and most of the people live in. the direst 


poverty. Even now famine exists in a territory 
of 50,000 square miles, almost as large es the state 
of Ilionis, and the deaths from starvation run up 
into the millions, so greet, in fact, that thechariy 
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ing to relieve the calamity. In the face’ of this 
awful danger. China has overthrown: her an- 
cient dynasty that has stood for-centuries as the 
embodiment of conservatism and has become_a~ 
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‘Society must in the end recognize that man 
is entitledto that which he produces. This is 
the burning questisn of the hour and with this 
must come the other truth that the earth ought 
to be as free as the air or water. When we set- 
tle these two points we wiil be able to solve the 
entire food proposition of the cities. 
The parasite class is not the scum of the cities, 
but it is the landlords who tax the agriculturist 
more than he can stand. Every nation and 
every republi. that has gone down into thedust bin 
of history has traveled this same road. The bur- 
den of the state has been laid more and more 
upon the product of the land. Asia Minor at this 
time is reduced from being one of the most fertile 
tracts in the world to a condition of sterility. The 
Turish rulers tax every vine and every olive tree, 
not what they yielded last year, but what they 
are supposed to be able to yield in the most pros- 
perous season. In order toescape this tax, the 
peasants cut down the olive trees and uproot the 
vines and thus deprive themselves of thd means 
of subsistence. Asia Minor, therefore, instead 
of being the paradise that it was previous to the 
advent of the Moslems is a wretched country, 
ill-governed and ground to the dust by unjust ex- 
actions. 
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This, however, is not a problem for the rich 
alone, but for everyone. We we must stop vot- 
ing special privileges and giving people the power 
to rob their fellowmen, and then must be willing 
to give every man the product of his own indus- 
try and the result of the labor of his own hands. 
No man has aright to tax another for the privilege 
of wo:king. No man hasa right to wrest from 
another part of the result of his labor as a condi- 
tion of allowing him to enjoy tie rest.

Cornwall, Feb. 23.—The Cornwall 
Board of Health, the Cornwall Town 
Council and the citizens are up in 
arms against the regulations cf the 
Ontario Provincial Board of Health, 
which practically prohibit the dump- 
ing or draining of sewage into lake, 
stream or body of water in Ontario. 

Recently a couple of local deben- 
ture issues for sewers wer: rendered 
unsalable because of the action of 
tha chief provincial medical health of- 
ficer, Dr. McCullough, in refusing to 
sanction the bylaws, although for 
nearly half a century Cornwall has 
been draining into the ©. Lawrence. 

These regulations afford no protec- 
tion against the sewage of neighbor. 
ing provinces and states, but they de- 
stroy all existing sewers paid for out 
of the pockets of citizens of numer- 
ous municipalities for a score or more 
years.

The Premier confined his remarks 
to a short resume of the history cf 
the question and a statement a3 to 
the financial terms agreed upon be- 
tween Maniteba and the Dominion 
Government. 

Reading the Laurier resolution of 
July 20, 1908, with regard to the ex- 
tersion of the boundaries of Mani- 
toba, Alberta and Saskatchewan, in 
which the boundaries of Manitoba 
and Ontario were the same as set 
forth in the present resolution, he 
explained that, for some time after 
the question of financial terms be- 
tween Manitoba and the Dominion 
had been discussed, but without de- 
finite result. 

Shortly after the present adminis- 
tration came into power conferences 
had teen had with the Premier of 
Manitoba and some of his colleagues, 
and a basis of agreement had n 
arrived at, as expressed in a letter 
sent te Mr. Roblin by Premier Bor- 
den. The principle here laid down 
had been worked out in the resolu- 
tion now submitted to the committee.

All ‘allowances, the Premier said, 
were to be dated from July 1, 1903, 
The Province of Manitoba had taken 
the ground that the extension of its 
territories should have taken place-at 
the same time that the new Provinces 
of Alberta. and Saskatchewan were 
constituted. 

Under this condition, the following 
approximate arrearages would 
payable to Manitoba should the pro- 
posed bill become law forthwith: 

(a) Annual allowance, in licu of 
debt, $331,584; annual allowance al- 
ready received, $178,947; arrearages 
each year, $202,637; arrearages for 
four years (July 1, 1908, to June 30, 
1912), $810,643. 

(b) Annual allowance in lieu of 
lands, $562,500; swamp lands" reduc-

The swamp lands to be reconveyed 
to the Dominion under the bill were 
ertimated at 1,170,883 agr::.
